HALIFAX CREW SECOND, 


Havrvax, N.8., Aug. 81.—The famous 
four oared race for the championship of the 
world has at last been accomplished, and 
the Taylor-Winship crew has fairly won 
their laurels. The race was a most splen- 
didly contested struggle for victory, and 
every ove was delighted who witnessed it. 
The weather and wind were very unpto 


mising at 10 o’clock, The water was 
rough, and there was a considerable swell 
with a rising north-westerly breeze. As 


the sky cleared and the sun came out, the 
racing committee ventured to name 1:15 as 
the hour for starting. Precisely at that hour 
the harbor being more quiet,the signal was 
given tor the boats to take their stations, 
which by drawing lots. 
When ranged in order they flofted thus: 
Halifax on the side, the Taylor, 
Renforth, Roche, Pryor, Barton and Coulter 
next to the Portsmouth side.

Both the Tyne and the American crews 
remoyed their shirts, but the Halifax three 
kept on theirs, All being ready the starter 
at 1:40 shouted “go!” and the Renforth 
crew shot ahead making 42, the Tyne fol- 
lowed at 41; the Americans at 44, and the 
Pryor 40 strokes per minute. These numbers 
were kept pretty much the whole course, 
The Barton were next, but the Roche were 
laggards and at the third mile gave up the 
contest and went ashore near George's 
Island.

The Kenforth boat seemed to mistake their 
flag, and the Winship with a desperate 
spurt, went past and tarned the mark 
beautifully distancing their rivals consider- 
ably.

The Sabbath. 
The following remarks of Hon, Thomas 


Russel,Collector of the Port of Boston,were 
madae_ot the rooant anniversary of the Naw 
England Sabbath Association, held at Mount 
Vernon Church, Boston : 

“T shall pitch my remarke in a low key, 
and aim at practical points. Ispeak of the 
Lord’s Day as made tor men, especially the 
workingman, whether he works with his 
hands or his head. It has been profanely 
said, ‘If there were no Supreme Being, 
it would be necessary to invent one.’ We 
may say :if the Sabbath be not decreed by 


revelation, it must be enacted by statute 
Man needs stated times of rest. In order 
to have rest he mast have quict’ There- 


fore,we must agree on a time wheo all shall 
rest together, and, ic order to be effectual, 
that agreement must take the form of law. 


“ Every sentiment, faith, tradition, which 
sustains the law, makes the rest 1 
complete, Again, rest is found not merely 
by giving up work, not by talking of 
business, not even by reading secular news 
in religious pewspapers, but by turning our 
whole current of thought away from the 
affairs of the world. 


“New England shows the value of the 
Sabbath. Here and in Scotland it is most 
strictly kept, Hence comes something of 
the thrift, energy, and endurance, which 
mark the New Eoglander and the Scotch- 
man, Tho enetwy of the Sabbath is the 
enemy of the humau race, especially of the 
Workingman. What would it avail him 
to puss a ten- hour law, or ao eight hour 
law, und rob him of his day of reatt Yet 
the 'samé men are contending for these two 
* reforms.” 

“Let us be practical. Some meno, some 
ministers, not believing in tho texts on 
which the *Obrietian Sabbath’ ts generally 
defended, assailit—even trom the pulpit. 
Bot is Sabbath keeplog a practical danger? 
How many families in this state have been 
rained by it? And again in what parish 
in New England is excess of faith the 
prevailing sin ¢ If you stumble over some 
text in Gencasis,or Exodus,or Douteronomy, 
réad with me the chapter of human life 
aod’ human need, aod sense. 
Cenad your attavks, not from fear of God 
on Sinai, but for the sakeof man on his 
footstool. 

“T have pleaded for the day as a need 
of humanity. Ifyou belleve,with the masa 
of Christian men, that it has the divioe 
sanction, it is but one more proof that our 
Father loves us botter than we 
ashe knows us better than we 
selves.”

Capture of a Volunteer Camp. 


Captain Cass, of the™eh Herts (Ware) 
Corps determined some days ago to give 
the men under his charge an opportunity 
of gaining un insight into camp duties by 
holding an encampment for one night oo 
the grounds surrounning his residence at 
Preadales, Ware, Accordingly,on Tucaday 
evening, the Ware Volunteers pitched 
their tents at the appointed spot, and, after 
enjoying s good supper at the expense of 
their captain, sentries were posted, and, 
everything being made perfectly secure, 
those men not on duty turned in to rest, 
While the officers, including Adjutant 
Giffard, retired to Osptain Casa’s house. 4 
The Hertford Volunteers, having heard of 
the encampment, determined if possible to 
steal a march” on their Ware brethren in 
firms. For ‘this purpose they mustered 
between 10 and 11 o'clock, and, having 
been supplied with 10 rounds of blank 
cartridge, they proceeded on their expedi- 
tion about 60 strong, under the command 
bf Captain Commandant Hawks. Creeping 
throngh the grass and corn; soaking wet 
with dew, and screened by every available 
bit of cover, the attacking force, divided 
into four detachments, approached the 
camp from different directions, and suc- 
ceeded if eluding the sentries, nnd getting 
within a few yards of the camp, before — 
their presence was discovered, A signal 
was then given to call out the guard, and ~ 
the whole of the Ware Volunteers, alarmed 
by the fire of their enemies, were soon on 
the alert, and tured out in a body, but 
nly’ to be completely surrounded and 
captured enmasse ; for, not having been 
supplied with ammunition, they were 
unable toresist. The captors gave the coup 
We grace to their expedition by a charge 
and cheer, By this time the officers of the 
Ware corps, alarmed by the firing, came on 
to the ground in hot haste to see what it 
all meant, when they too were quickly 
captured and theirsword’ demanded. The 
burprise and chagrin of the Ware officera 
and men may be better imagined than 
described. However, all heartily enjoyed 
the joke ; und,after mutual congratulations, 
the Hertford Volunteers returned home, 
much pleased with the’ succesa of their 
bloodless victory, and leaving their Ware 
bretbren to keep a sharper look-out for the 
rest of the night.

Let them demonstrate 
an imposaibility, that St, Peter was ever 
Bishop of Rome, that before the seventh 
century there was an assumed Pope or Uni- 
versal Bishop, or that Cyril, Cyprian, Chrys- 
ostom, Jerome or” Austin” held the Roman 
Catholic faith, to establish which, remember, 
that the apdstate Newman, knowing that 
appeal to the. Fathers.of. the Church was 
useless, borrowed the Sigaus sceptical theory 
of development in order to substantiate the 
falaely-called Catholic dogmas appended to 
the Nicene creed by Pope Pius the 4th ; but 
perhapa “ these gentlemen hed not better 
venture on this discussion, lest they be 
worsted in the unequal contest,” Let them 
remember that Jasuitical casuistry will not 
do, or the puerile reasoning exhibited by the 
modern Sancho Panza in the issue of the 
Trenton Courier of Thursday, the 17th inst,. 
nor the numerical argument of 200 millions, 
asthe heathen Chinee with bis Buddhist 
ritual has the best of it. 

Mr. Editor, this Knight of the Rueful 
Countenance bas a great contempt for trade, 
and sneers at industry and enterprise, With 
a mock piety and in true pharisfical style he 
attacks those engaged in trade and commerce 
asworsbippers of mammon.

Another Mtanesty Moeting in 
Dublin, 


100,000 People Present. 
Violent Speeches and Resolutions. 


Release of Fenian Prisoners 
Demanded. 


Fight with the Police. 
Many Wonnded on Both Sides. 
The Rioters Dispersed, 


Prisoners Oaptured, 

Dostrs, Sept.S—A monster Cemonstration 
for the release of the Feulan prisoners was held 
to-day In this city. At an carly hour this 
morning vast processions were organized, and 
marched by different routes towards Phanix 
Park. Banners, lascribed with mottoes expres- 
sive of the object of the meeting, were carried 
by the processionista. 

In the principal streets tratlic was completely 
obstrocted. Atthe same time people flocked 
in large crowds to the Park, until about ove 
hundred thousand people were presvot when 
the meeting was opened. 

Mr, Smyth, Member of Parliament aod prin- 
cipal officer of the Amnesty Association, ad- 
dressed the vast crowd, He commenced by 
censuring the conduct of the police, whom he 
charged with haviog wantonly provoked re+ 
cently a Phaolx Park riot. He theu demanded 
in the name of the people, the release of the 
captive Fenians, whose offences he characterized 
as purely political. He expressed bis belief 
that the energetic action of the Amnesty Asso- 
clation and people of Dublin would force the 
Government to release the Fenian prisoners. 

Mr. Nolan, Editor of the Dublin Nation, Mr: 
Butts,and others spoke to the same effect, 

Darlog tho speeches the crowd uttered loud 
aud angry exclamations against the Government, 
and resolutions demanding tho Immediate 

release of the Fenian prisoocfs were unani- 
mously adopted. The resolutions are couched 
jo deflant language, and will be presented to- 
day to Earl Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland.

Desrexate OvrnaGe ny Sotprers.—At 
Cork, om Tuesday, a general court-martial 
was held at the military barracks to try two 
soldiers:ot the 16th. Royal drish, charged 
with having committed a savage assault on 
Lieutenant Layie; of the artillery. The 
Lieut. stated that while walking in plain 
clothes with two ladies on the lower road at 
Kinsale, about 11 o'clock on the night of 
the 2nd inst,, the prisoners came up ina 
state, of drookenness. Fearing they might 
molest the ladies he told them to stand back, 
announcing hisrank. After some alterca- 
tion, the prisoners having first taken off 
their belts and jackets in preparation for a 
setsto, attacked the Lieutenant with great 
ferocity, knocked him down, beat him 
severely on the head and face, and attempt 
ed to throw him over a cliff.

Precautions of the Government. 
The Dangerous Districts Guarded. 
All Quiet so Far. 


Lyons, Marseilles and Bordeaux 
Similarly Treated. - 


Order to be Enforced. 


Panis, Sept. 6—There is great agitation 
among the dangerous classes in Paris, Last 
night and to-day Infantry and cavalry patrols 
have been passing to and fro through all parte 
of the city, but in the greatest number through 
the revolutionary quarters, Belleville, Labillette 
apd Meolimontant!, There aré about sixty 
thousand troops distributed all over the city. 

Avery large torce Is consigned to the barracks 
in Belleville, where the population Is said to be 
wholly under the influence of the International 
Society. 

Many blouses are idle; others have Jeft work, 
as if by some preconcerted arrangement. They 
are congregating around tho Malries, or exclt- 
edly discussing in wine shops whether the 
celebration should take place in spite of the 
interdiction of the Government, 

Thus far, no crowds have collected, for as 
s00n as a knot of malcontents is collected the 
police interfere and dissolve it. 

Bince the passage of the Bill making it 
punishable to belong to tho International, the 
Influence of that socloty has been Increasing In 
secresy.

Red River Scenery. 


Writing from “Chicago, Bayard Taylor 


+ |Say6:—We all found the scenery of Red 
River much more 


beautiful ou our retorn. 


Something was perhaps owing to the cir- 
cumstance that tho Selkirk drew only 18 
inches, while the nyer had risen 


three or 
four inches from rains, and we escaped the 
Vexatious delays of the downward trip ; but 
there was also a marked difference in the 
effect of heading towards, instead ot JSrom 
the sun. The wealth of foliage along the 
winding banks was broken by the most 
charming interruptions of shadow, and gave 
us @ succession of simple, quiet, yet con~ 
stantly changing pictures. The heat was 
still great during the day, but every evening 
onthe hurricane deck seemed like a fresh 
idyl of the wilderness, so pure and perfect 
were the tints ofthe sky,so glassy the 
reaches of the river. 

Once or twice we had eome electrical 
effects which were astonishing. The light- 
ning hada wild freedom of action, as if 
released from al! local attraction, and simply 
disporting in space, First, there would 
come a broad red flash, filling all the sky, 
then a dozen streams of fire would dart in 
all directions, sometimes wriggling like so 
many frightened snakes, or whirled horizon- 
sally like a whip-lash. At*times the air 
was apparently filled with these rollicking 
streaks, which came from no overcharged 
cloud, but formed themselves everywhere, 
It is mingular that the cultivation of the earth 
should, to such an extent, tame and regulate 
these tremendous forces, 

After leaving Winnipeg we had a long, 
bright, and beautiful day on the river. Pass- 


ing the frontier dutingthe second night, we 
reached Pembina long before dawn. 


Disgraceful Affair in Ohio, 


Cunxe, Omro, Sept. 2.—A U. S, detective - 
who has been in this district for some time 
past working up a counterfeit case,got into 
the favour of the ringleader of a gang, and 
Was $00n in possession of the names of 
others ‘and their manner of operating.

and this Involves a delay, ‘hen so-many other 
steps have to be taken that other deputations 
will be necessary, and further demands wil! bo 
made upon the Minister's stock of ready-made 
promises,” 


To which the Montreal Gazette replied 


by saying: 

“So far irom there belng any spirit of delay 
manlfested,Sir George sent the Deputy Minister 
to Montreal at once, and came bimselfas well 
To-day be visits the ground witha number of 
gentlemen interested; and will, we have no 
doubt, justify the confidence which we express- 
ed ins former article, in appealing to him to 
have the work pressed forward with energy.

‘There 
was a religious party in the Church of St, 
Augustin, composed of Rouher and other 
ex-imperialists, It was tu this- coterie to 
chant the Zs Dewm for their saint—but 
Franco did not celebrate 4 Dominis saloum 
for the dethroned. These gentlemen 
looked better in their.every day clothes 
than in Court costumes, bag wigs and 
powder. A very stupid pamphlet appeared 
on the same occasion in favor of the Empire. 
ltis rumored, the few houses in the rue 
Rivoli, that displayed a bit of bunting on 
the day in question, were hitherto court- 
tradesmen—still entertaining a lively sense 
of favorstocome, Some lunaticcarried an 
immortelle to depose it on the debris of the 
Vendome Column; attempting to make a 


speech in favor of Saint Napoleon he vie

Helena medalist was visible ; not a mem< 
ber of the debris of the old Guard from the 
Invalides, that strangely never lessen in 
numbers ss years advance.

He is accused of aiming to say Vetat c'est 
moi! The sun of Austerlitz does not shine 
on him. One journal describes him as an 
Vold professor of the slack rope’ business, 
‘His intimate friend, M. Maleville, has been 
rejected as Vice-President’ of the Assembly, 
an office he was hitherto elected to, simply 
becausé he was a friend of the Head of the 
Executive. The Commiasion ballotted to 
report on the project for elevating Thiers 
to the purple consists of 15 members, of 
whom nine are markedly opposed to any 
alteration m the statu quo, Bets are heavy 
that the motion will be lost, but Thiers 
himself has yet to ‘speak on the subject 
and he has a way of winning mojorities. 
He has still that Parthian arrow, his 
resignation. He could never accept the 
new honor it it was only won by @ close 
division. The vote must be either unaut- 
mous or un Overwhelming majority. His 
strength lies in his being the’ only man for 


the situation. Those who support his 


elevation do so to secure France a possible 
amount of tranquility for a fixed time, Tho 
opponents argue: pat the country fret on 
its legs, pass tho necessary reforms, pay off 
the Prussians, and then invite tho country 
to pronounce under what regime it prelfera 
to live. At the twolfth hour, as bas bitherto 
been the case where grave dissensions 
existed, a compromiso may be discovered. 
Gambetta and his tail will abstain; they 
do pot want the term of Presidents office 
to be leased but always subordinate to the 
yote of the Assembly.  Further=-the 
Republic extsts—without Republicans "the 
truo-- but the laws and institutlons of the 
country aré administered in ite name. 
Supposing M. Thiers dispensod, like 
Louis Napoleon when Pftaident, with 
responsible ministera who sent them about 
their business im tho same vein aa the 
Grand Turk sent a rope to bia Vielen 
what then? A coup d'etat? Novor: 
friend observed that Thiora could never 
attempt a Yad of December tragedy—to de 
part from tho right the better to ro onter it 
because he cannot rido a horse. Tt is to be 
oped, however, he would not permit avy 
ono else to represent hia want of horseman: 
abip. 

It iso pity that France cannot postpone 
the making of Constitutions. This has 
been her bane.

Relict of Derry, . 
A PROCESSION BROKEN UP. 


The Derry correspondent of a London 


M |Journal writes: The relief of Derry, the 


2th August, was celebrated under rather 


* and Solicitor | exciting circumstances in the Maiden City 


on Satorday. The twelfth was ushered in 
with the chiming of tho Cathedral bells. 
but the customary firing of cannon was of 
course not to be heard; strong guards of 
constabulary were placed at the city gates, 
the Corporation Hall, the Cathedral, 
Walker's monument and sround the walls, 
A body of police was also on the top of 
Corporation Hall to prevent the hoisting 
of flags there, At half-past eleven the 
Apprentice Boys assembled and demanded 
admission to Corporation Hall, which bey 
had previously hired for the day, They 
Were refused admission by the police. 
They then left the door of the hall, and 
William Joboston, M. P., pulling a crimson 
sish ontof his pocket, put it over his 
shoulders, the other Apprentice Boys in 
Procession following his example. The 
procession then started for the Cathedral, 
beaded by Mr. Johnston, Mr, Mooney (sec- 
retary of the Apprentice Boys), und Mr. 
Jobu Rea. Mounted Constabulary rode 
through tho procession, and foot polics tore 
the sashes off the processionists, with the 
exception of that worn by Mr. Jobnaton. 
For about twenty minutes there was great 
excitement,gnd ariot was dreaded. The 
Riot Act was read. The Apprentice Boys 
ranin parties of twos and threes to the 
Cathedral, where, as usual, a sermon was 
preached to them. On leaving the Cathe 
dral a mecting was held in Pomp Street 
School, which is quite close to the Cathe 
dral. Mr, Johnston moved the following 
resolution : ‘Thatthe tyrannical and un- 
constitutional interference by proclamation 
at the dictation ofa mob with the time- 
honored celebration of the anniversary of 
the relief of Derry deserves our strongest 
condemation.’ He said they were not 
preparedto submit to tyrannical and un- 
constitutional proclamations carried out at 
the’ pomt of the bayonet, to deprive — 
them of their time-honored  cele- 
bration. If the worst days of the 
Stuarts were to be re-enacted, it was time 
they were prepared for it. Nothing worse 
than the conduct of the authorities that 
day was witnessed in tho days of James II. — 
He claimed no right as a member of Par- 
lament that he would not give to his 
brotber Apprentice Boys, and he would 
shat night proceed to London in order to 
bring the matter before the House of Com- 
mons, They were not going to submit in 
Derry to a conspiracy between the Cabinet 
and the Cardinal. The resolution was 
adopted unanimously. Mr. John Rea 
moved a resolution stating that Mr. Joln- 
ston was entitled to the gratitude of all 
lovers of national freedom for bis conduct 
and requesting that he would at once 
proceed to London and bring that day's 
proceedings under the notice of the House 
of Commons. The Apprentice Boys then 
dispersed, Last night passed over quietly. 
Mr. Johnston left Derry on Saturday for 


London.”

United States Haryest Results 


From asumming up of the United States 
harvest result learn that in thas region 
east of Lake Erie and south as faras Vi-gin- 
ia, the bay crop is yery much below an 
average yiold. Apples will not bo one third 
of the yield of last yoar. The small grains 
will be about an average, and from Connect- 
jout to Virgiois there ja o larger crop of 
Indian corn’ than was ever known bofore, 
Tho South will grow leas cotton by aboat 
three quarters of a million of pounds than 
Jast yoor.but will have « larger crop of corn 
and will cure more moat than in any previous 
year, Wheat will belight in the south west 
butup to the aversye' jo the north-west; 
in the latter region corn gives promise of a 
largo yield. 

The dairy region (principally Contra! and 
Western New York with Northern Ohio) 
has produced well, but tho prico has been 
below the avorage of several yoars past, 

“Oo the whole," the Zribune remarks

“ All,” continues the Z'ridune, * itshould

On roading these items, the question 
suggests itself, why so many warranta to 
the same Printing Compaoy,upon the same 
date? No less than eight upon the 20th 
May, 1869, were issued, for sums varying 
from $8,861 69 to $16,944 50; and on the 
7th June, 1870, six sums ranging from 
$10,228 63 to $108,500 08, It was impor 
tant that all the odd cents should be given ; 
bat why not, if all these sums were due, 
nave them included in one warrant 
$1,703,725 80 is not bad patronage to one 
printiog establishment for two years and 
two months, 

We have given these items in order to 
let our readera see how cheaply a city can 
he governed in a Republic. 

The Tribune in a long editorial, under 
the heading of “ Words” that must 
spoken,” usea the following language : 

“ The source of all our political and judi. 
cial woes is the corruption of our BALLOT- 
BOXES. The legal voters are habitually 
misrepresented by the official count and 
Jeclaration of the results of each successive 
election. To naturalize five hundred voters 
of an evening—one or two hired swearers 
muking the necesssry affidavits for them 
ill—is counted a judicial feat that entitles 
one of our Mansflelds to a re-election, with 
1 liberal Increase of salary. To forge Nut- 
uralization Certificates by the dozen reams, 
leaving only the name of the thus-made 
citizen to be written into his certificate ut 
leisure, entitles the perpetrator to a sine- 
cure place,with liberal salary and allowan- 
ces, To organize and handle a set of jail 
birds, so that they may safely poll twenty 
voteseach at an election, entitles the 
expert to be made a Senator if nothing 
more. Uatried indictments and pigeon- 
ioled affidavits of felony have been made 
to swell the Democratic yote by thousands, 
Should all these fail to produce the desired 
results, “good counting” supplies all 
deficiencies. Where the vote actually castis 
lurgely fraudulent, the count is pretty apt 
to make ita grent deal worse. Thus the 
cixth Ward gave its largest Democratic 
vole and majority in 1869, when not more 
than two-thirds of the legal voters went to 
the polls. The vote least 
doubled by fraud; at least one election 
district giving Democratic votes exceeding 
the whole number of men, women, and 
children, living in that district -including 
manny aliens. Next year the Democratic

OGpituary. 


Ayperw Van Dyck,—Many ot the resi- 
dents of the County of Hastings, will remom- 
ber, favorably, the subjects of this obituary, 
(father-in-law of our fellow-towns- 
man, Dr, Relyea,) he having lived in Belle- 
ville fora number of years. We copy the 
following from the Oswego Palladium of 
August 31st. 


“Though vot unexpected, the announcement 
of the death of Dr, Yau Dyck, which occurred 
at bis residence In this clty this morning, at 
half past slx o'clock, will be recelyed with deep 
sorrow by the whole people. For more than a 
narter of acentury Dr, Van Dyck lived in 
awego, and itis true to say tbat ou bis life 
there was vo blemish. Devoted to the profes- 
sion of which he was au honored member ; up- 
right, talthiul, consclencious; a true friend ; 
a wise counsellor; a kind, indulgent husband 
and father; a citizen without reproach; an 
earnest, devoted and slogle bearted Christian— 
his was a lite to be emulated, @ character to be 
studied and modelled after, 

**Androw Van Dyck was born at Kinderhook, 
Jan, 27th, 1801, He was a.eon ‘of Dr. Henry 
Van Dyck, who practiced medicine and surgery 
nearly any years in the towo of Kinderhook. 
Andrew Van Dyck graduated at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of New York, March 
25th, 1824, ond immediately thereafter c m- 
menced practice at Kinderhook In partnership 
with his father. He remoyed to Canada In the 
wicter of 1827—his diploma bearlog date ** To- 
ronto, January Yad, 1827." He remained io 
Canada until 1°33, when, onaccount of the 
political troubles tbere he returued to Kinder- 
hook and resumed practice with bis father, He 
came to Oswego Io fall of 1843, 

“To 1803 he was commissioned by Governor 
Seymour & member ef the Voluntary Ald Corps 
of Surgeons. He was appointed Collector of 
the Port of Oswego by Abraham Lincolo on 
the 16th of January 1866, for four years, and at 
the expiration of his term was re appointed by 
the same President. He was afterwards re- 
nominated to the same office by Andrew John- 
son. 

‘He was for many years the ruling elder of 
the Presbytorlan Church of this city, and held 
Uthat position at the time of his death, 

“Ata special meeting of the Oswezo City 
Medical Society convened out of respect to the 
memory of .Dr. A. Yao Dyck, deceased, Dr, 
C. C. F. Olgrke was chosen Chairman and Dr. 
C, McFarlane Secretary. 

‘Oo motien, Dra, Murdoch, Coe, and De 
Witt were appointed a Committee to draft 


sultable resolutions, 
“The Committee reported the followlog 
preamble and resolutious which were unanl- 
mously adopted : 
‘* Whereas this Soclety has heard with pro- 
found sorrow of the death of our late distln- 
guished brother member, Dr. Andrew Van 
Dyck, whose eminent abilities, high professional 
attainments and special virtues had won for 
him the csteem and regard of the wedical 
profession throughoat the County and State 
and secured the respect and confidence of the 
commauity la which ho was best kuown; and 
in bis decease this Society is called to mourn 
the loss of ono of its most Lonorsble and useful 
members, the profession one of ite brightest 
ornaments, ond the city in which he lived and 
labored one of ite best men; therefore : 
Resolved, Thot a8 o mark of our respect for 
deceased, we will, 80 far as practicable, ‘attend 
his faneral in a body; and that wo extend to 
his widow and children an éxpression of our 
ympathy for them to this great trial.

The Romish 
Oburch, we grant doth hold all points of 
Catholic faith, and so far as she holds these 
points we dissent not from her, yot dissent 
trom her we doin that she hath defiled,and 
polluted the Catholic faith with new and 
poisonous doctrines, for which she neither 
hath tho consent of antiquity, nor of Re* 
formed Churches,” Then sir, I say, if you 
believe in the above twenty innovations con- 
demned by the Church of Eugland,you are 
quite right in going to the Church of Rome,

In several of the large towns of Europe 
1c functiopary on whose 
sate and skill the elegant Bppearance of 
Ue streets very much depends, Hig bus~ 
geass is to select, plant und prune the 


shade trees aud ehubbery of the streets and 


parks, Ho receives but a moderate salary 


— | from the city, but in addition be is allow- 


ed to charge a small eum to sbuiters on 
streets for each tree that he supplies, seta 
out, and warrants for a year. Ifa tree dies 
be plants out another the next year free of 
cost. The Washington Chronicle refernog 
to the system remarks : 
‘How much better this plan 8 than the 
slip-sbod manner we have of picking up 
cheap trees io the markets and then hinog 
some unskilled Isborer to dig a small hole 
and crowd In the roots, the abattera, who 
have been ‘parking’ some of the streets in 
this city can tell, for, on examining some 
of these parks last week, we observed that 
ninéstenthsof tho trees aro already dead, 
and resemble a row of bean poles. This, 
however, will prove a blessing in disguise, 
48 the trees are generally the miserable Pop. 
lors, with which the city abounds, whose’ 
rough, crooked, and unsightly, trunks and 
Unaymmétrical beads reoder them wholly 
Gnsuitable for such a place. How much 
better to employ a tasteful, skilful forester, 
who.would select suitable trees, take care 
of, and watrant them for a year, till they 
Were well started in their growth,’ 
An example of the workiog of the ays- 
tem is given by Mr, Ssunders, late Mayor 
of Cambridge. He says that in the fret 
year of his mayoralty he employed a large 
oumber of menin planting out trees on 
each aide ofthe dreary causeway leadirg 
to West Bos'on bridge, 
died the first summer. Thenext year be 
recommended the #ppoin(ment of askillul 
forester, Which was done, and under bis 
care this bleak causeway for halfa mile ia 
now lined with thrifty young sliade trees 
that, in a few years, will render ita pleas- 
‘ant avenue, well protected from the rave bf 
the sun. On wide streets, the American 
elm,a hardy, quick growing, long lived 
tree, of graceful figure, is preterred ; on 
narrow ones, the rock maple. The whole 
expense of the forester's department to the 
city has generally been less than $1,200 per 
annum, Fanny Kemble wrote, nearly 
forty years ago, thatthe ridea in the en- 
virons of Boston were tle most picturesque 
and charming of anything of the kind in 
this country, They are incomparably 
more attractive and beautiful in 1871 than 
in 1834. Fy

Rev. Sin.—IfI might be permitted to adopt 
your own language. I would say that J am 
sorry, for the eake of your characterand Mr, 
Bond's, that your letter to me appeared in the 
INTELLIGENCER, Ite diction is more polished 
and courtly, no doubt,than that of Mr, Erancls 
bat ithas faults which are far more perilous: 
thao the warmth with which his honest seal 
has led that gentleman to express bimself, 


As regards your defence of Mr, Bond, I 
think that you have given him good reason 
tyexclaim, “save mé from my friends.” His 
cause was bad enough before you uadertook 
to chuimplon ft, bat you have succeeded In 
tasking it appear Btill worse, He asrerted, 
you will remember, that the Church of 
Eogland had taaght him the Lavocation of 
Salots. I pointed oat, in reply, thet this was 
uptrue—that our church has expressly con- 
domned that doctrine in her twenty-second 
article, and that Mr. Bond was fully aware of 
this, slace he bad subscribed to the articles, 
as ® clergyman of the church. Tbese plain 
facts you Jo not attempt to deoy, thus tacitly 
admitting that your protege has been gailty 

of wilfal misrepresentation, to ase no harsher 
terms. Bat feeling it to be nesessary, I sup- 
pose, todo something to cover your retreat, 
you changéthe grouad of the controversy, 
ind raise an eatirly now issas, You tell mo 
hat certain membera of our church have 
nalatained the dociring in queasion, aud ask; 

* With these examples before us, 1s Mr. Bond 
wrong in baving admitted the doctriue of the 
Lov cation of Salats, even whilst yetan Aogil- 
cau? Your answer lsimp-rtant, brews Mr, 
4ond bas been blamed f r Arving renvalwed in the 
Anglcan Communion whtlst holding such doce 
trine™ (Ve ttalics are toloe) f 

My answer shell be brief—* Thou shaltnot 
follow.a maltitade to do evil’! (Ex. XX1l 2). 
(o your own Charch, as you may perhaps 
inve read, Pope Liberius in the fourth eva 
ary, sfgoed the Arian creed of the second 
Sounell of Sirmiam,an | condemadd the faith: 
al Athanasius for malotaloiog the trae 
Divinity of onr Lord Jesus Christ. Pope 
donorlus, in the seventh, embrac-d the Mon~ 
ythelite heresy, thus virtaaily denying the 
oroper Humanity of our bleased Kedeomer. 
Would thelr examples justify the Rev, Mr, 
3rettargh in denying soy of ths cardinal 
loctrines of the Christlan Falth? And if 
cbere bave been among us men wh have hold 
a doctrine which {s expressly condemaed In 
the standards of the Church, to which they 
iuye pledged themselves before God, will 
heir examples jastify Mr. Boad in uofaith— 
alaess to bis vows? Allow me to remind 
you of what those vows wero, Tho twenty~ 
second article is us follows: 4

To this Article, as well ae tho reat, Mr. 
3ond subscribed solemaly and explicitly; 
yet you are quite put out thar the good maa 
should be blamed for holdiag the Tavocation 
yf Salats while remsinlog not only in the 
yommunion but in the miatstry of the Church 
of Bagland. Ist right, Mr. Brestargh, for 
4 man to profess one doc:rine with his lips 
whilein big heart he secretly believes the very 
contrary? Iam afraid that your argument 
has not helped Mr, Bond vory much. 

‘And now let us consider your owa share in 
ihe matter. You say: 


«Latimer supports direet invocation, or that 
fo whlch we directly ask (he prayers of the 
Salute’ “DL uever deofed but that shey might do 
worshipped aod be oar m dixtors thou Bot 
ny way ut redemption yet by way of intercession.” 

Bishop Latimer, the great Reformer aod 
martyr, supports the Tavocatloa of the Satats, 
dova hut Surely bo Is good authority. What 
can’Mr. Caullelld say tothia? Oaly thatyou 
have quoted him very cleverly ladved, but 
not very fairly. Latimer, ike most of the 
Reformers, was at Hrat a strict Romsnlet, aod 
changed his views not allat once but grad- 
ually, throagh the patient study of Holy 
Scripture, Now, whoo did he write the 
words which youquotet In 1633, 1a tho very 
beginning of the Haglish Roformation, when 
he etill held not only this bat many 
Romlsh doctrines. Bat you did not flod ft 
convenient to toll us that he atterwards 
rejected the doctriae, and preached agalast 
it frequently and strougly. For lostance, in 
4 sermon preached in 1652. he sa,

It would not have sulted’ your parpoas; I 
supporo, to say, “Latimer once supported 
tho direct invocation of saints,but afterwards 
rejected {tan idolatrous and wicked ;” that 

would not have boon a vory atrong argument * 
for receiving the doctrine. Bo you wrote, 
+ Latimer sapports direct Invocation.” If m 
lawyor wors to attempt to infalead the court 
before which he was pleadiog, by o'tiog & 
w to havo been repeated 
and the very opposite enacted, I lmagioe that 
it would bo considered very ebarp practice

A Huge Postal Business. 


The postal business of Groat Britrin is sum- 
med up in @ report from the Postmaster-Gen 
eral. The post cards olroulating through the 
post offices during one week numbered about 
1,663,000 —1,874,000 in England, 167,000 in 
Scotland, and 127,000 in Ireland. During 
the quarter ended Sist December the news- 
papers circalating through the post are es 
timated to have been 22,600,000, as again’t 
90,000,000 in the corresponding quarter of 
1869. There were 862,722,000 letters deliver- 
ed Iast year, 108,668,000 newspapers, book 
and pattern packets; monoy orders to the 
amount of £19,988,987 and £15,099,104 de. 
posited in the post office savings banks by 
1,188,158 depositors, The number of regis- 
tored letters passing through the post rose 
from 2,727,768 in 1869 to 3,005,994 in 1870, 
and of these the number lost was twelve 
altogether. 

There was also an increase in the number 
of valentines. The total number passing 
through the London offices is estimated to 
have risen from 1,448,841 in 1869 to 1,545,- 
755 in 1870, and the number posted in Lon- 
don from 1,241,864 to 1,806,201. ~

The Guibord Burial Case, 


This case, which has created no little 
excitement in the Province of Quebec, has 
been taken to the Court of Review, com- 
posed of Chief Justice Duval, and Justices 
Caron, Drummond, Badgley and Monk, 
whohave given judgment, unanimously 
sustaining the decision ofthe lower Court, 
The judgments are given in fullin the 
Montreal Gasette. 

The following is a brief history of the 
case ; Joseph Guibord was of the Roman 
Catholic persuasion, and a member of the 
Institute Canadien,Montreal, The members 
of this institution bad purchased certain 
books aod added them to their library,and, 
although the books were formally objected 
to by the priesthood, they were allowed to 
remain. The members of the institute were 
then placed under canonical censure, and 
while uader this ban, Joseph Guibord sud- 
denly dicd,baving no opportunity to make 
his peace with the clergy or to receive final 
absolution, The widow and friends of the 
deceased then made application tor permis 
sion to inter his remains in the Roman Ca- 
tholic cemetery, in what presume is 
consecrated ground ; but the clergy would 
only allow the remaius to be deposited in 
the part known as the reserved lot,which is 
set aside for persons of unkaown religion 
and common maletactora, The widow and 
friends of the deceased were agreeable that 
there should be an interment in the conse- 
crated part without the customary ec- 
Clesiastical rites; but the clergy would 
noteven graotthat. The whole queation 
has,therefore, hinged upon the right of the 
clergy to refuse permission to inter in the 
consecrated part of the cemetery ; and the 
caso bas been taken from Court to Court, 
until it has reaches the highest Court in the 
Province—that of Review.

Ferre preferred to make his own reply-= 
wild and incoherent—as a man who knows 
his fate ; he bequeaths to the future the 
care of his memory and his vengeance.

Cases of this kind haye come 
under my knowledge, during the last few 
days, of a very provoking nature. It 1s not 
4 bad time for furnishing » house, if one 
bas no fear of petrole and Prussian shells,or 
if, after insuring your penates,you can bind 
the Company down to pay in case of acci- 
dents not attributable to the will of God. 
The public auction rooms work over time, 
and in addition sales “ by order of justice” 
come off in private houses. The brokers 
must be reaping a golden harvest. The 
golng —going—gone is,chanted apparently 
for them alone.

Not a few of tho visitors to the capital 
rconfound the unfinished buildings leagued 
by Haussmann with the ruins proper.

The New York Sun, a paper not at all 
favorably disposed towards Canada,snys :

yinces will never consent to surrender thelr 


fisheries. They Inbour under the delusions that 
the United States can bo forced into renewal 
of tho reciprocity treaty in exchange for por- 
mission to fish within tho limite claimed as 
Canadian waters, aud that the British Govern- 
mont will refuse to carry out the provisions of 
the new treaty without their consent.” 


Tn reply to this paragraph, the Kingston 
News of the 16th contends that “the 
Canadian press is by no means unanimous 
in the refusal to open up the fisheries in 
accordance with the Treaty of Washing- 
ton,” and that “ judging from the tone of 
the whole press of the Dominion the change 
that has taken place since the first publica~ 
tion of the treaty is decidedly favorable to 
its ratification by the Parliament of 
Canada.” We confess we have been unable 
to discover that ‘change’ to which the 
News alludes, ‘I'rue, the onslaughts upon 
the treaty and the protocols have not been 
continued with the same energy and 
determination as characterized the press 
of the Dominion when the terms of the 
treaty wore first made known, but we have 
failed to note any material change ot 
sentiment on the part of public opinion as 
expressed through the press. Nor should 
we deem it necessary to the enforcement of 
an opinion that that opinion should be re- 
peated every day in the year. 

There are a few who, haying noticed the 
tavorable manner in which this treaty has 
been viewed and received by the press of 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Islgnd, and 
Newfoundland, may, aad do argue that if 
it suits them why should Ontario, which 
has no direct interest at stake in these 
fisheries, object. This is a false basis upon 
which to consider a question of this mag- 
nitude, and partakes too much of what the 
Nowa terms the “ sentimental value,” which 
we of Ontario are too apt to put upon this 
great Dominion interest; nor should we 
forego that interest for what the News terms 
“the good neighborhood, friendship and 
“trade intercourse of the United States.” 
We may place too high a value upon that 
trade and intercourse, and the moment a 
nation or country forgets its own dignity 
and surrenders its rights to another for the 
sake of * good neighbourhood,” that mo- 
ment it sinks in the good opinion of its 
neighbor, and gives the blustering bully 
further groundwork upon which to make 
excessive demands.

worthy of a great nation, Deputies gesti- 
culated, turned up the cuffs of their coats, 
shook their fists at each other. Of the 
oratory there was truly none. Gambetta 
was pot even a good second. Picard was 
witty and biting—he aimed at an impossi- 
bility,to unite Monarchists and Republicans 
—whom it seems that God has put asun- 
der. When the yoting took place on the 
entire bill—f that it do now pass’—the 
minority dwindled to ‘93.’ Men of a 
superstitious turn of mind became grave at 
the coincidence of a figure with something 
like one of the most fatal dates in French 
history. It was as unlucky asa dinner party 
of 13, getting married on a Friday, or 
going to sea on that day. Banquo’s ghost 
turns up very frequently of late.

The need of an unbroken highway be 


tween France and Italy has been strikingly 
obvidus since the rallzond lines appronched 
their respective frontiers, Arriving by rail 
from Paris, the traveller bound for Ttaly 
hitherto proceeded from St.Michel over the 
mountain, passing Modane, Lans-lo-Bourg, 
the Mont Cenis Hospice, and thence de- 
scending the precipitous slope by Molaretto, 
he reached Giaglione, whence dhe railroad 
is open to Turin andall Italy. This journey 
enabled one to behold the sublime scenery 
of the Pass, but was Wanting in the con 
venience and safety which the ratiroad 
through. the tunnel, now affords. Besides, 
it usually required five or six ours to ne- 
complish the journey over the mountains, 
while by the tunnel ronte one may travel 
over the entire distance between Paris and 
Turin in 18 hours, 

Upwards of thirty years ago Sommeilier 
advocated the construction of a tunnel 
through the Alps, but his proposal was 
treated with indifference and incredulity, 
When, however, the great eugineering 
triumphs in this country and Europe dem- 
onstrated its practicability it was resolved 
to attempt the great work, Several years 
Were occupied in discussing plans and 
hearing objections, until at length, in 1857, 
the work was actually commenced. Savoy 
was then a portion of the Sardinian king~ 
dom, and apart from the general usefulness 
of the tunnel in forming a connecting link 
between the French and Italian railroad 
systems, Victor Emanuel desired to estab- 
lish speedy communication between tlie 
two distinct races which had constituted 
one people for more than ten centuries: 
Sardinia prosecuted the work as fur ns her 
feeble resources would permit, until the 
Italian campaign of 1859, by giving her 
Lombardy and losing her Savoy, rendered 
4 new arrangement imperative. 


Although called the Mont Cenis tunnel 
the name is a misnomer, the track 
selected is a considerable distance from 
that mountain. Leaving a point above the 
village of Fourneaux on the French side, 
8,904 feet above the level of the sen level, 
it strikes through the mountain at a point 
between the Col de Frejus and the Col de 
la Rone, not far trom the great clustering 
mass which bears the name of Mont Tabor, 
and from which the mountain chain 
stretches over Mont Ambim, and tbe little 
Mont Cenis to the Great Mont Cenis. The 
highest point attained by the tuonel is” 
4,377 feet above the sea, and 3480 below 
the crest of the mountain overhead. Drom 
this point the tunnel slopes down to the 
other opening of the tunnel on the Italing 
side at Bardonneche, 4,884 feet above the 
Bea, at the top of a lofty glen of the same 
namo, whence the railroad goes down to 
Ouwx on the Dona Riparia, following the 
course of that valley by Salbertrand and 
Exilles, till it debouches into the wide 
opec valley of Susa at Bussolino,

From halt « yard a day, at 
firat, the progress increased to more than 10 
feet per day, Each yard bored cost not less 
than $1,000. The boring as described was 
repeated,yard by yard, until the entire eight 
miles was completed ; the work being more 
arduous asthe tunnel increased in length.’ 
Seventy yards of rock were displaced tor 
every yard advanced, and this bad tobe 
removed to the month, while 25 cubic yards 

gimazonry had to be built tn the same yard 
vf tanoel, with materials brought on the 
average more than ten miles. 

One-balt of the tunnel was completed in 
nine years (1866,) the third quarter by the 
end of 1868, and the whole mountain mass, 
a thickness of 12,236 meters, or nearly 
eight miles, was pierced through trom end 
to end before Christmas Day last year. 

The constructing of the tunnel gave con- 
stant employment to about 2,000 men, who 
the banks of the torrent of Rochemolles. When 
were provided with dwelling-houses along 
at work in the tunnel, the men relieved each 
every eight hours; inthe workshops they 
did on the average ten hours’ work daily, 

All apprehensions of mephitic air in the 
tunnel, if they ever bad avy foundation, 
are by this time fully dispelled, A corres- 
pondent of a Lyons journal, who recently 
went through the tunnel, sa!

«Tt has remained for the capitalists of this 
country to hit upon a method of partoership 


between capital and labor which promises 
to solve the problem of reconciling these 
two elements of society. ‘lo Messrs. Brew- 
ster & Co., of this city, belongs the honor of 
having voluutarily adopted a plan by which 
they have made their workmen their friends 
aud substantially betiered their condition. 
The form of industrial partnership deVised 
by ther gives to the workmen 10 per cent- 
UF ie” gross profits Of ie” business, without 
any previous deduction for interest wpon 
capital or for salaries. Moreover, the work- 
men are not made to share in the losses ot 
the concern; the dividends are declared ane 
nually upon the profits of each year, and 
without any reference to previous years; and 
the workmen are charged with the internal 
management of the shop, subject only to the 
yeto of the firm, which veto may, moreover, 
be overndden by a two-thirds yote of the 
workmen, By this plan the men, in addi~ 
tion to receiving the highest wages paid in 
the business, are sure of a share in the pro- 
fits should the’ business be profitable, and 
secure against any losses in years of dep 
sion. ‘The firm shows its friendly conti 
dence in the men by admitting them to a 


1 the management of the shop, and 
the 


share 
thus prevents them from 
motives of their employers, and puts all 
temptation to strikes outot their reach, 
The system has so far worked admirably 
and too much credit cannot be give to the 
intelligence and philanthropy of the firm 
which has adopted it.

It often bappons that after plants, both 
vegetables and flowors, are set out, the 
weatber comes outdry and bot, and unless 
they are watered they perish, or seeds that 
bad beon planted would fail to germinate, or 
ifthey started at all would dry up aud be 
Under auch circumstances it ia bettor 
but it

to supply rawr artificially ; will bo 
well in doing st to observe cerinin rules ; It 
is alwayabotter to have tho water the samo 
tomporature as tho air, and always bettor to 
uso rain water in preference to well water 
We never advise the use of cold water from 
the well on plants, especially whon tho sua 
ia hot upon them. The very best tine, of 
course, fs to water them just at night, and 
thus let the plants have the fall bonefit of tho 
wator through the bight. It is always Lotter 
to give thom a good soaking, if anything is 
done, Many wator a littlo, juat sprinkle the 
top of the ground, and really do the plantaor 
goods little or no good, Watering ones begun 
must be continued, if the weather holds dry 
It ia oxponsive to wator, and it should only 
bo resorted! to when the losa that would crane 
by the failure to wator would be groator than 
the cost to do the work. With the flowor

We learn from an American contem- 
porary that, on the night of April 22nd, 
Major W. A. H; Sigourney was found dead 
in the outskirts of New York, under circum 

stances leading to the belief that he had 
shot himself,

Daring thelr absence ramora unfavorable to 
her.character reached the Sigourney family, 
The reporta seem to have been well founded 
for shortly after her return to New York she 
showed that the curse of the nineteenth 
century—the demon Drink—had added 
another name to the list of his victims. She 
abandoned her husband; became an outcast, 
and was next heard of as an Inmate of the 
penitentiary on Blackwell's Island. Her 
husband’s love was still sufficiently strong to 
induce him to make another effort to save 
her, and through his influence she was 
released, only again to desert her home. In 
the winter of 1863 the papers spoke of a 
young and beautiful woman having been

found dead under the snow in a disreputable 
street in New York. Something seemed to 
tell Sigourney that the body was that of his 
wife. Upon making inquiries he found his 
surmises were but too true, and after claims 
ing the remains he had them interred in that 
picturesque “silent city” which overlooks 
the busy harbor of New York. The story of 
that erring wife was told in the touching 
language of “ Benutiful Snow.” What 
wonder that he shunned the publicity that 
its authorship. would have conferred! The 
late Henry J, Raymond, then editor of the 
New York Zimes, was for years the friend of 
Major Sigourney, and obtained for him em- 
ployment as a journalist, which failing health 
compelled him to abandon. The ciroum™ 
stances connected with his death remain a 
mystery. Not even his child, for Whom he 
always displayed the tenderest affection, can 
throw apy light upon it. The latest effort of 
his genias is displayed in the poem already 


referred to.

Rey. Sim,—I will answer your letter ad= 
dressed to me, whicy appeared in the last 
woekly Intelligencer, as ehortly as possible. 
You wish to prove that Mr. Bond acted 
quite correctly when he continued In the 
English Church while holding Romish 
by instancing eminent Anglican 
divines who, as you say, have done no better.

The 
Council of Trent will decide for us what is 
the Roman doctrine, and our Prayer-book 
the Anglican 


‘The Council of Trent, then, anathematizes 
“apy who say that In the Sacrament of 
Penance’(which comprehends Absolution and 
Confession) “it is not by divine law necessary 
to the remission of sins to confess all and wach 
mortal sin of which memory is had.” It 
also declares that “if any one shall say that 
the Sacramental Absolution of the Priest 1s 
not # judicial act, but barely a ministerial 
one, Jet him be accursed.” The distinctive 
Roman Catholic doctrine on these particulars 
is, then, that they are necessary for remission 
of sins, and the Absolution is judicial, not 
ministerial. The priests, says Hooker, are 
“judges in such sort that no man which 
sinneth after baptism can be reconciled unto 
God but by their sentence.” 

Our Prayer-book, on the other hand, speaks 
thus of Confeasion. In the Rubric, in the 
Order for the Visitation of the Sick, she 
orders: “ Here shall the sick man be moved 
to make a special confession of his sins, if he 
feel his conscience troubled with any weighty 
matter,” Again in the Exhortation to Com- 
munion ‘those who cannot quiet their own 
consciences” are advised to “open their grief 
to some discreet and learned minister.” Upon 
which confession Dr. Nicholle writes thus 
“Our Church only orders persons to be moved

2. The storms are accompanied with a 
lepreesion of the barometer near the cen- 
tal line of the storm, and a rise of the barom- 
ster in the front and rear. 

3. Thi central line of minimum pressure 
S generally of great length trom north to 


south, nod moves side foremost towards the 
east, 


1. This lino is sometimes nearly straight, 
but generally curved, and most frequently 
With its convex side toward the cast, 

5. The velocity of this line ia such that 
it travels from the Mississippi to the Con 
necticut river in twenty-fonr hours, and 
from the Connecticut tothe St, John’s, 
Newloundland, in neurly the same, or 
about thirty-six miles an hour. 

6. When the barometer falls 


suddenly 
| in the western part of New 


England, it 
rises at the same time in the valley ot the 
Mississippi, and also at St. John’s, New 
foundland, 

7. Io great storma the wind for several 
hundred miles on both sides of the line of 
minimum pressure blows toward that line 
directly or obliquely. 


8. The foree of the wind 1s in proportion 
to tho suddenness and greatness of the de- 
pressions of the barometer, 


; 9, In all great and sudden depressions of 
4 the barometer there 18 mach rain or snow ; 
and in all sudden great rains or snows there 
is a great depression of the barometer next 
the center of the storm, and rise beyond its 
borders 


10, Many storms are of great and un- 
known length from northto south, reach- 
ing beyond our observation on the Gulf of 
Mexico and on the northern lakes, while 
their east and west diameter is compara 
tively small. These storms therefore move 
side foremost, 

11. Lost storms commence in the “ far 
west,” beyond our most western observers, 
but some commence in the United States.

12. When a storm commences in the 
Unitecl States the line of minimum pressure 
does not come from the © far west,” but 
commences with the storm, and travels 
with it toward the eastward. 

13, There is generally a lull of wind at 
the lino of minimum pressure, and some- 
times a calm, 

14, Whin this line of minimum pressure 
passes an observer towards the cast, the 
wind generally soon changes to the west, 
and the barometer begins to rise, 


15. There is generally but little wind 
near the line of the maximum pressure,and 
on each side of that line the winds are 
irregular, but tend outward from that line. 


16. The fluctuations of the barometer 
are generally yreater in the northern than 
in the western part of the United States.

18, In the northern part of the United 
States, the wind generally in great storms, 
sots in from thenorth of east and terminates 
from the south of weat. 

19. In the southern part of the United 
States, the wind generally sets in from the 
south of cust and terminates from the south 


of west. 

20, During the passage of storms the wind 
generally changes from the eastward to the 
westward by south, especially in the south- 
erp parts of the United States. 

21. The northern part of the storm gen- 
erally travels more rapidly toward the east 
than the southern, 

29. Dormz the Ligh barometer oa the 
day preceding the storm it ig generally clear 
and mild in temperature, especially if very 
| cola’ weather preceded, 

The temperature geverally falla sud 

denly on the passage of the centre of great 
storms, so that Bometimes, w hen a storm la 
im the middle of the United States, the 
loweat temperature of the month will be in 
the West on thes day that the highest 
temperature is in the East 


Some of tho storms, 1t18 true, are con= 
tamed entirely, within the 
bounds ofhmy observers, and in that case 
minimum barometer does not exhibit itvelf 
inaline of great length, extending from 
north to south, but it is confined to a region 
near the center of the storm, and travels 
with thatcenter towards the eastward.

The Welland Ox 


The Ottawa Times gives the following list 
ofthe number of vessels that have passed 
through the Welland Canal since April 
17th, 1866, The table shows the number 
which have passed up to the Ist of Septem. 
ber in euch year. This year up to the Ist 
of September the number was 87 per cent 
in advance of any former year, Whatever 
grounds there may-be for the charges of 


officials connected with the Canal, these 
figures show that the Canal is not in such 
bad order, so far as navigation is concerned, 
4s has been represented. There may be 
room for improvement, and if the Canal is 
in a dilapidated condition, no time should 
be lost in putting it into a thorough state 
of repair, and suitably enlarging it to ac- 
commodate the increased traffic from the 
great West to the East. There may be 
grounds for the charges made against the 
Canal officials, which it is to be presumed 
a thorough investigation will establish or 
disprove. The following are the figures 
given by the Zimes :

Caucasian provinces. As usual, the rapid 
propagation along the Russian coast coin- 
cided with the arrival, by steamships, of 
travellers, starting trom the infected pointe. 
There Was no mistaking that it was an epi 
demic of Asiatic cholera coming from the 
interior of Russia with the movement pro 
duced by the transport of grain to the point 
of embarkation. This epidemic was other- 
wise remarkable for the slightness of its 
intensity—that is, for the small number of 
attacks. At the end of September it was 
every where on the decline, and subsequent- 
ly died out along the coast. An important 
fact to be observed in regard to this epide- 
mio 18 that—thanks to the measures of 
quarantine enforced by the Ottoman sani- 
tary authorities—the Turkish coast 
completely saved from the disease, in spite 
of the numerous arrivals from the infected 
parte. Thus fromthe 2nd of August to the 
2ist of September not fewer than seven 
hundred ships—among which were several 
having cholera on board—were submitted to 
quarantine atthe mouth of the Bosphorus. 
Whence did this epidemic comet The 
first idea which occurs is that this was 
simply an extension of the malady which 
reigned at the commencement of the year 
in the Province of Central Russia, and was 
propagated to the south with the commercial 
movement aboye mentioned. 
At Constantinople another opinion is 
entertained. They have the conviction, 
based on documents, the value of which is 
not yet ascertained by continental autbori- 
ties, that this epidemic, and even that of 
the close of 1869, was due to Persian im- 
portation, The disease is declared to have 
broken out at Nijni Novgorod at the time 
of the fair, and with the arrival of the 
Persian merchants, ‘I'his question is one 
which, as Dr. Fauval points out, is of great 
European importance. If, as the prevalent 
opinion runs, the actual epidemic be only a 
sequence of the importation of 1865, a 
recrudescence such as is often observed 10 
imperfectly extinguished foci of disease, 
this epidemic is distinguished from those 
which preceded it in its course of invasion, 
and would tend to prove that cholera has 
found in Russia conditions favorable to its

The Railroad Gazette compiles some 
facts showing that there are about 41,000 
miles of * standard,” or tour feet eight and 
4 halt inch gauge in the country, and only 
2,059 miles of the six feet gauge. ~The 
standard gauge is used on all the roads 
centering in Chicago, and all the maio 
Hines (with their branches) passing across 
the continent, east and west, excepting the 
Erie and the Atlantic & Great Western. 
The Albany & Susquebanna and the Dele- 
ware & Lackawanna, both of which connect 
with the Erie, have the six feet gauge also ; 
but the prospects are that all these will 
reduce their gauge to the standard width 
before many years. There are also causes 
at work to induce a reduction on the 
Lackawanna and the Deleware and Susque- 
hanna.
